Chicago, Apl ii IO.— It was a land­ 
slide in Illinois for Roosevelt. 
The 
returns received from the statewide 
primaries 
indicate 
that 
the former 
president carried every congressional 
district except one and won the whole 
state by a plurality of 125,000 over 
President Taft. 
The returns indicate that fifty-six 
out of the fifty-eight illinois delegates 
to the national convention will he in­ 
structed to vote for Colonel Roose­ 
velt. 
He has captured forty-eight of 
the fifty district delegates and 
the 
eight delegates at large w ill be elect­ 
ed by the Republican state convention 
and instructed for Roosevelt as a re­ 
sult of the popular vote in the state at 
large. 
The only district which, so far as 
returns show, has not been placed in 
the Roosevelt column is the Twenty- 
filth in far off “ Eg yp t” and even that 
may go there when the floods recede 
aud the returns come in. 
Randolph is 
the only county in that district heard 
from so far and it was carried J.y Taft. 
Roosevelt appears to have carried 
Cook county by more than 25,000 plu­ 
rality. 
He rolled up a tremendous 
vote on the North and South Sides in 
Chicago and in the country towns of 
the county. 
Speaker Champ Clark was endorsed 
for

Democratic nomination 
for 
president. 
Mr. Clark cat t ied Chicago 
by approximately 80,000 over Governor 
Woodrow W ilson and more than held 
his own down state.

states w ill never vote to ratify the j 
amendment unless the provision for 
federal control is eliminated. 
It is 
true that federal control now exists, 
but tills is an opportunity to get rid of 
it, and that is what Hie south wants. 
As a matter of fact, it amounts to I 
but very little more than a sentiment. | 
No one at this time expects that fed­ 
eral control w ill ever lie unduly exer­ 
cised in any state as it was in the 
south during reconstruction days.
